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SUPPLEMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. All of applicant's arguments regarding the 103 rejection of record have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. As stated, applicant's arguments have overcome the 102 
rejection based on this reference because the product produced by the prior art is not identical to 
the product produced by the claimed method. The key difference between the prior art method 
and the claimed method is that the prior does not use exogenous enzymes to digest the 
mushroom; however, it was known in the art at the time of the invention that exogenous enzymes 
can be used to digest mushroom mycelia. Based on this knowledge, it is considered to be an 
obvious modification of the prior art to include exogenous enzymes for digestion. Therefore, 
obvious modifications to the prior art method of extraction would yield the same product as that 
produced by the applicant. Thus, the claimed invention is still considered to be obvious over US 
Pat. No. 4,461,760.
